The firlt divifion of 
the naval trqops is at anchor under the cannon of 
Oczakow; the garrifon of which place has been 
reinforced, and the fortifications repaired. The 
two other divifions have joined, and confift of 13 
fhips of the line, féven frigates, feveral corvettes, 
gun-boats, &e. in all 33 thips of war; they are 
ndw at anchor at the entrance of the Bofphorus, and 
are to fail by the Black Sea. Bekir-Bey, railed to 
the dignity of a Pacha, is to have the command. 

Mefina, Fuly 21. AM the volcanos in Sicily 
are now in eraptioa.. Strombolo and Lipari vomit 
vat sicie'ad Yee. Mount Ewa has opened an- 
other crater pear to that of 1780 ; the lava at frit

He fell with his horfe into a 
ditch, where the water was near 24 feet deep; thé 
horfe difincumbering himfelf from his’ rider, faved 
himfelf by fwimming, and returned to the ioo.

Bat 
this report is only true in one point, for it is-cer- 
tainly the defiga at Verfailles to appeafe the King 
of Prufia by any fair means, rather than to fet all 
Europe on fire by a rafh and precipitate conduct. 
One confequence will refalt from this, which is, 
that if fatisfaction is once given to the King of Pruf- 
fia, he can have no pretext for taking arms again{t 
the Republic; and if he offers any holtilirics,. he 
will give the French Minifter a fair opportunity to 
interpofe. But the chief difficulty is, how to give 
this fatisfaction ‘to the King of Pruffia. 
States of Holland undo what they have done, con- 
demin what they have approved, and requeft the 
Priscefs to come tothe Hague? If they did, the 
patriotic corps, and all the aflociations of the Re- 
public, would difavow them. 

Hague, Sept. 4. According to letters from U- 
trecht, a numerous detachment from the camp at 
Zeift, both cavalry and infantry, laft Tuefday ad- 
vanced as far as Bilt, having with them feveral 
heavy artiliery pieces. A body of Huffars, Fufi- 
feers and Chaffeurs of Sali was difpatched to meet 
them; but they kept atfo grear a diftance, that the 
fire of their adverfaries had no effet. The detach- 
ment from Zeilt raifed two facine batteries on each 
fide the road, between the church of Bilt and the 
mill. Thefe batreries ferved to cover the workmen 
employed in raifing another behind them, which the 
fame night was thrown up to the height of a man’s 

cad. Wednefday, a party marched from Utrecht 
to annoy, if poflible, the foldiers pofted at Bilt, 
being provided with fome pieces of cannon. Towards 
evening, 2 difclarge commenced on both fides, 
whereby we are informed, fome buildings were da- 
maged at Bilftrant. . In the mean time, fome of the 
people from Utrecht entered that town ; and they 
report, that the batteries raifed at Bilt are greatly 
damaged.
